Ford told Congress he wants 
higher tax revenues so he can 
cut federal deficits. Both would 
fight inflation b y reducing the 
amount of money spent in the 
economy.

the poor and those thrown out 
of work. 
The 
President 
avoided 
pre ­

achieve, b ut he said failure to 
slow down the rate of inflation 
would “ destroy our country."

Media Fun House 


A couple of y ears ago it was widely 
thought that when U.S. military in­ 
v olv ement in Vietnam ended the gigan­ 
tic costs of the American war machine 
would be cut back. 
Alas, when that 
long awaited ev ent cam e to pass the 
public was giv en to understand that 
defense requirements were such that 
there could be no reduction. 
On the 
contrary , defense spending was 
in­ 
creased. It is still rising. 
The United States and the Sov iet 
Union are currently in the midst of an 
escalating arms race. This appears to 
be partly a function of legitimate se­ 
curity interests and partly a function 
of the bargaining strategy linked with 
the strategic arms limitation talks in 
Genev a, 
which hav e just resumed. 
Whatev er the rationale, the result is 
that the superpowers are steadily add­ 
ing 
to Arsenals 
which 
long 
since 
reached multiple ov erkill capability . 
The public is aware of this. A v ery 
substantial segment of the public does 
not 
like 
it. 
A 
recent 
Gallup 
poll 
showed that 44 per cent of Americans— 
5 5 per cent among the college-educated 
— think too much is being spent for 
“ national defense and military pur­ 
poses.’* 
Thirty -two per cent feel the 
lev el of spending is “ about right,” and 
only 12 per cent think it is too low. 
The ev ident increase in public sen­ 
timent for military spending cuts has 
been 
reflected 
in 
Congress. 
There 
are powerful counterv ailing pressures, 
howev er. 


One of these is embodied in the tra­ 


ditional v iew of the defense budget as a 


sacred cow . No one wants to be in the 


position of seeming to shortchange na­ 


tional 
security , 
and 
the 
Pentagon 


makes the most of this feeling. 


Ex tremely significant pressure also 


springs from the fact that the Depart­ 


ment of Defense is the largest gov ern­ 


mental agency . For great numbers of 


those working for the Pentagon, from 


stenographers to generals, the issue is 


not entirely and 
perhaps 
not ev en 


mainly that of national security . For 
many the issue is retaining their jobs, 
their prestige and their clout. 
Like 
any big organization the Department 
of Defense has a built-in surv iv al and 
growth function. 
Knowing all this fosters a certain 
skepticism about Pentagon arguments 
as to their new* proposals being essen­ 
tial, for security . 
One gets to specu­ 
lating on the need for some programs 
— specifically whether that need is 
great enough to warrant adding many 
billions to an already swollen budget. 
Fresh insight into the magnitude of 
spending is found in the Pentagon’s 
announcement that inflation added 16 
billion dollars to the cost of major 
weapons in only three months. 
Per­ 
haps this is intended to boost support 
for further budget increases. It may . 
and perhaps should, hav e the opposite 
effect

An ideal wa y to freeze eggs 
is to use a plastic cube tray. 
Break your egg and put each 
one in a separate cube holder. 
Then when you want eggs, 
pop out as many a needed 
and let thaw.

J ust as a reminder to you 
dolls who ma y have forgotten 
how ro freeze eggs, we will 
reprint this.

"Can eggs be frozen? ” The 
answer is yes, eggs may be 
frozen,

Top quality eggs, properly 
prepared, packed and freezer 
stored, hold their quality well 
for nine months to a year.
